Because the TD-900 is on constant standby and thus instantaneously addressable 
it is an ideal teleprinter for on-line use with data links in the 90 to 3000 bits per 
second range. TD-911 Optional Serial-to-Parallel Converter Accessory is available 
for use where required. 

Vl^ith the 5,000 word per minute XD-912 Optional Tape Reader Accessory or 
with conventional lower speed paper tape readers the TD-900 can be used 
either constantly or intermittently as an off-line teleprinter reading paper tapes 
prepared by standard tape punches. 

Characters are formed on a standard cathode ray tube by the Transdata developed 
TD-549 Character Generator with plug-in character cards and recorded on low 
cost light sensitive paper. 

Up to 60 plug-in interchangeable characters available providing for use of special 
symbols such as vectors, cloud symbols or special military symbols to denote such 
things as tanks, troops or gun sites. 

After initial warmup the TD-900 is instantaneously addressable without the need 
for any pre-printing paper movement or other function. 

Each message uses only sufficient paper for message format plus three inches top 
and bottom margin. No long leaders required. 

A high contrast, high resolution black copy is provided seconds after the termina- 
tion of a message. The copy is permanent — as impervious to degradation by light 
or heat as typewritten material. Can be copied by conventional copy processes.
